Austin, Texus, Agril £, 1939,

The City Counci] convened in repulur gesslon, at the reguler meeting place in
the Clty Hall, on Thursday, Aprll 20, 1939, at 10:30 A. ., with luyor Tom lUlller
presiding. Roll call showed the followlng members present: Councilmen Chns, F. Alford,
C. M+ Bartholomew, Simon Gillls, Mayor Tom Miller, and Councilman Qswald G, Wolf;
sbeent, none,

The reading of the linutes was dlapensed with.

Mayor Miller lald before the Council, for its first reading, the following ordinance,
which wae introduced at the regular meeting of the City Council on March 16, 1939,
and laid over, in acoordance with the provisions of the City Charter:

AN ORDINANCE PROVIDING FOR THE EXTENSION OF
CERTAIN BOUNDARY LIMITS OF THE CGITY OF AUSTIN
AND THE ANNEXATION OF CERTAIN ADDITIONAL TERRI-
TORY LYING WEST OF BLUEBONNET LANE, A PUBLIC
STREET IN THE CITY OF AUSTIN, WHICH SAID
ADDITIONAL TERRITORY LIES ADJACENT TO THE
PRESENT BOUNDARY LIKITS OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN
IN THE PARTICULARS STATED IN THE ORDINANCE,

The ordinance vas read the first tlme and Councllman Wolf moved that the rule
be suspended and the nrdinance be pasged to 1lts seeond rending. The motlon vwae second-
ed by Councllman Gillis, and was carrled by the following vote: Ayes, Councilmen
Alford, Bartholomew, Gillis, kayor Miller, and Councilmen ¥Wolf; nays, none,

The ordinesnce wes read the second time and Councllman Volf moved that the rule
be further euspended and the ordinance be passed to 1ts third reading. The motinn
was seconded by Councilman Gillls, and was carrlied by the following vote: Ayes,
Councilmen Alford, Bartholomew, Glllis, Mayor iiller, and Counclliman Wolf; nays, none.

The ordirance was read the third time and Councilman Gillis moved that the ordi-
nance be finally pagssed. The motinon was seconded by Couneilman Wolf, and was carried
by the following vote:!: Ayes, Councilmen Alford, Bartholomew, Gillis, Mayor Miller, and
Couneilman Wolf: nays, none,

The Mayor deolared the ordlnance flnanlly pagsed.

A petitlon from ¢ltizens asking for the extension of Eagt 16th Street fron
Colita tc Cheatnut Streets, for the lmprovenent of the bhridge between Maple and
Singleton Avenues, and for o light at 3ingleten rud Cast Sixth Streets, wae recelved,
and the matter wus referred tc the Clty Munager and the City Englneer for an estimate
of the vost of sume and report to the Councll at the next regular meeting.

The appliceation cf John VWeod fur u chunpe in the zoning, frow “A' Resldenoce
Digtrict to "C" Commcrclal District, of glx lots in VWood's Additlon, fronting on
Weot Zhth Strect between Jefferson Street aud Kerbey Lane, wes recoived, nnd the
muttur wos referred o the Bourd of acjustuatd for recommoandstion.

The Clty Atteorney vwas luatructed to prepure an amendment o the Zondng Crdlunance
restricting cat and dog hogpitale to "C-2Y Qommercial Distriot,and restricting laundries
tu elther "C-&" Ccimerclal District or the Inaustrial Dlstrict, if possiple tc ao so.

3, Thnt when the new hijhway extending from Barton Springs load to the ghoal

Creek Bouwlevord has been completed, the proverty frontiug sn this highwey will
not be desliredle ns residentind progerty, vut wlll be better sulted for gommercinl

property.

4, That the Bonrd decus thils change Justifled on account of the condltions
surrounding; this property, thut such a chanpge will aot adversely affect the status
of the surroundlng property, but will be meore in harmony with the eventunl develop=-
ment of this neighborhood, and will not be contrary to the general welfure of the

community.

5. That thls request merely extenda the present comumercial diatrlot to include
the entire block in which it is located, and therefore cannot be consldered ms a

spot 2one.
